But 
this spake He of the Spirit, 
which they that believe on Him 
should receive; for the Spirit 
was not yet given; because 
Jesus was not yet glorified."

If you 
do not crown Him Lord OF 
ALL, you do not crown Him 
Lord AT ALL. 



FOREGLEAMS DF THE TRUTH 

|N Scripture we lind a number of 
i passages which certainly .suggest 
that the Lord Jesus was finally to as- 
cend into Heaven. Witness Psalm 
110: 1,'Tlie IjOI'iI said unto my Lord, 
Sit, thou at my right hand, until I 
make thine enemies thy footstool." 
Psalm CS: 18. "Thou hast ascended 
on high, thou hast led eativity cap- 
tlvc; thou hast received gifts for 
men." 

The Lord Himself on many occa- 
sions, foretold His ascension and ex. 
altallon. Notice Luke 9: HI; Joliu 
6: G2; 20: 17. 



:: EFFECTS 

THE event spoken of under this title is among those which Chris- 
lians of every age have contemplated with most profound satis- 
* faction. It was in His ascension that Christ exhibited the perfect 
triumph of humanity over every antagonist, whether in itself, or in the 
circumstances under which it may be supposed to exist. The contempla- 
tion of this, the entrance of the Redeemer into glory, inspired the 
prophets of old with the noblest views of His Kingdom. "Thou hast 
ascended on high; Thou hast led captivity captive; Thou hast received 
gifts for men; yea. for the rebellious also, that the Lord God might 
dwell among them" (Psalm 68: 18); and "Lift up your heads. O ye 
gates; and be vc lited up, ye everlasting doors, and the King of glory 
shall come in (Psalm 24: 7). Our Saviour, having repeatedly conversed 
with His apostles after His resurrection, and afforded them many in- 
fallible proofs of its reality, led them from Jerusalem to Bethany, and was 
raised up to heaven in their sight; there to continue till He shall descend 
at the last day to judge the quick and the dead. 

(1)— Evidences. The evidences of this fact were numerous. The 
disciples saw Him ascend (Acts 1: 9-10). Two angels testified that He 
did ascend (Acts 1: 11). Stephen, Paul and John saw Him in His as- 
cended state (Acts 7: 55-56). The ascension was demonstrated 



CHRIST'S MUE EXIT 

THE nature of the resurrection 
body of our Lord necesmlated 
His Ascension. Such a body could 
not be subject to ordinary laws;: it 
could not permanently abide here. 

Christ's unique personality also rn. 
quired such an exit from the world. 
Should not the exit of Christ from 
this world be as unique ,as His on- 
trance Into it? Then again, consider 
the sinlessness at His lite. If a 
miraculous exit was granted to men 
like Elijah and Enoch, who were sin- 
ful men, why should we marvel if 
sueh was granted to Christ? 

Futbermore, the Ascension was 
necessary to complete the Redemp- 
tive work of Christ. His work was 
not finished when He arose from the 
dead. He had not yet presented the 
Blood of the Atonement in the pres- 
ence of the Father; hoc had He yet 
been given His place at the right 
hand or the Father as the bestower 
of spiritual gifts.

by the descent of the Holy Ghost (John 16: 7-14; Acts II: 33); and the 
terrible overthrow and dispersion of the Jewish nation is still 
standing proof of it (John 8: 21; Matthew 26: 64). 

(2)— Time. The Time of Christ's ascension was forty days after His 
resurrection. He continued so many days upon earth that He might 
give repeated proofs of His resurrection (Acts 1 : 3>; instruct His apos- 
tles in everything of importance respecting their office and ministry 
(Acts 1 : 3) ; and might open to them the Scriptures concerning Himself, 
and renew their commission to preach (Acts 1: 5; Mark 16; 15). 

(3) — Manner. As to the manner of His ascension, it ivas from 
-Mount Olivet to Heaven, not in appearance only, but in reality, and 
that visibly and locally. It was a real motion of His human nature; 
sudden, swift, glorious, and in a triumphant manner. 

(4) — Effects. Th"e effects or ends of His ascension were: I. To ful- 
fil tiie types and prophecies concerning it. 2. To "appear" as a priest 
"in the presence of God for us." 3. To take upon Him more openly the 
exercise of His Kingly office. 4. To receive gifts for men, both ordinary 
and extraordinary (Psalm 68: 18), 5. To open the way to Heaven for 
His people (Hebrews iO: 19-20). 6. To assure the saints of their ascen- 
sion to Heaven after their resurrection from the dead (John 14: 1-2).

OT one of the recorded incidents 
in the earthly career of. our Lord 
and Saviour Jesus Christ can he 
dwelt upon without heart-stirring re- 
sults. There is so much of the marvellous in 
everything associated with His earthly career, that 
Ihe more one meditates uppu these things the 
more completely does one become filled with won- 
der, love, and praise. But if this is true of His 
sojourn here— and blessed he God it is true a 
thousand times over — how 
much more does one rejoice 
as one turns the sacred 
paEe and reads the brief 
but inimitable story o[ His 
departure. "He lifted up 
His hauds," we are told, 
"and blessed tbem, and it 
came to pass while He 
blessed them He waA part- 
ed from them, and carried 
up into Heavon;" "a cloud 
receiving Him out of their 
sight," Luke's account of. 
the feelings of the disciples 
who witnessed the ascension 
is short but specific. He 
says, "they returned to Jer- 
usalem with great joy." 
Glory be to God! 

Marl; supplements this 
record with the statement 
that "thoy weut forth and 
preached everywhere, the 
Lord working with them and confirming the words 
with signs following." 

The great joy that filled the hearts of the dis- 
ciples as they turned awny from that most mem- 
orable spot lias spread to the ends or the earth, and 
the lapse or two thousand years has but served to 
intensity the sense of satisfaction which Christ's 
miffhty triumph affords, 

What a triumph it was! It beggars description, 
and yet one can only wonder that one does not 
more often find reference to the ascensiou in the 
testimony which His folios-era gladly give a» to the 
joy (hey experience In His worship. History tells 
cf many notable comings nud goings, the arrivals 
and departures of kings and potentates have filled 
columns, but human greatness is as nothing com- 
piled with that which attaches to the .Man Christ 
Jesus, nor is any display of power, no matter how 
magnificent, worthy of comparison with that un- 
heralded departure of the King of kings. 

Tr> the follower of Je.ins in His meek and lowly 
life on earth this astounding evidence of His great- 
ness must have been something of a revelation, no 
mailer how much they expected and were prepared 
for His going. And we, to-day. walking in their 
slop:- :;.; in o v walked ill Hig, may well sot. hack to 
cur Jerusalem wherever duty calls, anil do it with 
Rreal joy. 

The little company that saw Him go must have, 
retained as lone as life lasted a clear recollection 
of His parting gesture— one of blessing. The last 
farewells lie uttered in those flny ; moments in 
Hi" liiile village of Bethany or thereabouts would 
surely ring in their ears till they each in their turn 
passed ovr» r to meet Him again. And so far as the 
J. r isl or His message has reached its. shall not We 
Kf> on willi the elinrge He committed to them? He 
liudi! them be His witnesses in nil the world, and 
it is our greatest joy to-day thai we are permit led 
to Rhare in n,nt responsibility— that priceless priv- 
Ih'ge. 

True, we have not the inspiration which would 
oprlng from personal contact with the Saviour in 
human form, but since we sought salvation from 
our sins the eye of Faith has pierced the cloud 
which hid Him from the sight of those early fob 
lowers and we see Jeaus! Glory be to God! Here

"He's just the satme to-day!" as one of the old 
writers puts it, with a forceful simplicity having 
a beauty all its own. 

To the Salvationist the 
triumph of Chrisk's ascen- 
sion — the wonderful com- 
pletion of Hi:; mission here 
on earth — not only occa- 
sions joy over what is al- 
ready accomplished, but 
speaks loudly of another 
and even greater event 
which will be hailed with 
still greater joy. He is com- 
ing back again! Very little 
is known as to the order of 
His coming, iiud various 
are the eonstfritfilions put 
upon any obtainable data, 
but this docs not affect the 
greatest of a$ factors. He 
is coming again: and here 
is cause for joy to all those 
who await Bis appearing. 
Hallelujah! 

The seml-jjrlvaey of His 
ascension will contrast sig- 
nificantly with tbe publicity 
and stupendous magnifi- 
cence of HSs second coming. 
The Bible teem* with refer- 
ences In f, and a marvel- 
lous wnrrt-pir.tii.ro foreshad- 
owing Ilia happenings of 
that great day is admirably 
presented in the verses panelled above. 

And yet, in spite of all that has been recorded 
in regard to the ascension, and nil the forcabadov- 
ings of Christ's triumphant return, the story is 
to many dimply an idle tale; as far as a large 
portion oC the race in concerned Chris' may he 
said to have died in vaiu; H|o ascension to be with- 



out any significance, and His coming 
again to be thrust aside as not worth 
thinking of. It is tbe knowledge of 
this that eats into the jny of the most 
devoted followers of the Crucified One. There is 
abounding joy, it is true, hut -side by .side with 
the happiest of happy experiences there sils tbe 
shadow or impending doom awaiting all Christ- 
rejectors. To know Jesus as a personal Saviour, 
to walk in His company daily depending upon His 
Grace, to find Him an all-suflieient Saviour who 
is able to help one to withstand ail the wiles of 
the Devil, is the indisputable experience of a great 
host of men and women but — and here is the 
astounding sorrow of it all— not one of these happy- 
recipients or Christ's Calvary-purchased peace but 
meets every day, often times in their own house- 
holds, other men and women who having had abun- 
dant opportunities of sharing the same Salvation 
are nevertheless outside the pale, content to live 
without God, and who therefore are without hope 
in the world. 

And then, too — oh, shame that it must he 
admitted — there are countless numbers of profess- 
ing Christians whose following of Christ is of such 
a far-off character that not only does their influence 
count for nothing in His cause, but even their own 
soul's safety seems dependant upon a rope of sand. 
Ob, the pity of it! 

Thoughts like these chill the heart and make 
one shudder, but who shall dare to say the picture 
is over-drawn? Rend, too. the vision portrayed In 
the verses below, and ask the Holy Spirit to 
apply to your heart the truths contained in them. 
What then remains to be done — shall we lose 
heart and hang our heads? No, not a bit. of it! 
Let us admit the need of more earnest effort, more 
daring advance, more reckless proclamation of the 
truths Christ proclaimed, but let us do it. with 
more and more faith, and hope, and love. And 
let us see to it that the world learns from our 
precept and our practice 
that in the service of the 
ascended Saviour ihere is 
fullness or joy for ever- 
more. 

A further lesson the 
followers of Christ might 
learn is that had there been 
no ascension there would 
not have been any upper- 
room baptism. Try and pic- 
ture the contrast of the 
disciples before and after 
the ascension.

He testified of tho resurrect- 
ed Christ; such witnessing was tho 
passion of his soul.

their hearts had been touched by the 
Spirit ot God and they found great 
Joy in witnessing to the Salvation of 
the Lord Jesus in many a dlBtaut 
port.

The Commissioner 
that time, gave heed to these re- 
pealed calls and finally three Officers, 
Ensign DesUrisay, Captain Johnson 
and Lieutenant Forsyth (now Mrs. 
Alward of the Toronto Temple), were 
dispatched to plant our Flag upon the 
Isle of Lilies. It was on January 12th. 
lKflG. that theiiC intrepid women Offi- 
cers stepped on Bermudinn soil and. 
in the name of Christ, their King, 
commenced siege of the hearts of the 
people. 

The first Meeting was held in a 
dilapidated old barn in Southampton 
(picture of which is shown on this 
page), where a curious and expectant 
congregation of people had assembled. 
On the following Sabbath, In the Ham- 
ilton Town Hall, the official opening 
of the first Corps took place midst 
scenes of unbounded enthusiasm. Tho 
gorged auditorium, the hospitality of 
the population and the spontaneous 
•armth of the welcome services, were 
quite beyond the anticipation of the 
pioneers, Ood graciously placed His 
seal of approval on this invasion of 
The Bermudas by gloriously saving 
three souls that night. Upon the oc- 
casion of Brigudier DesBrlsay's visit 
to her old battle-ground last month, 
after an absence of so many years, 
she found one o£ these 
first converts still 
bearing the cross he 
shouldered that night 
in 'fiG. The second 
convert bad trium- 
phantly swept through 
the portals of the 
New Jerusalem, and 
of the third nn (race 
could he found. 

During her stay in 
tho Islands, the Brig- 
adier entered moro 
fully into tho realiz- 
ation of the thrill 
which Paul felt when 
he spoke of his Phll- 
ipplnn converts us 
"My Joy and my 
crown," lor she had 
tho unutterable happiness of greotlng 
twenty-fivo Salvationist comrades; still

TRUE religion is a matter of t.-\ 
heart.

1. THE COMING OF THE HOLY SPIRIT BRINGS POWER 
INTO THE PERSONAL, PRIVATE LIFE OF THE CHRISTIAN. 

(a) When the sinner finds Salvation at the Mercy Seat, his sins are 
forgiven him, they are washed away, but even after conversion the chil- 
dren of God are troubled by inclinations to evil, otherwise described as 
roots of bitterness. But the coming of the Holy Ghost gives the believer 
complete power over the flesh. In the 8th chapter of Romans, we read 
that "the law of the Spirit . . . hath made me free from the law (i.e., do- 
minion) of sin, . . . that the law {of God) might be fulfilled in us, who 
walk not after the flesh, but after the Spirit." 

(b) The coming of the Spirit brings to the believer power to de- 
velop Christian character. Love, joy, peace, long-suffering, gentleness, 
goodness, faith, meekness, temperance — these are the attributes of the 
true follower of Christ, which all Christians should manifest in their 
daily lives. These characteristics, however, arc the fruit of the Spirit. 
It is the coming of the Holy Ghost into the believer's heart thai gives

THE capable Superintendent of 
The Army's Hospital at Wind- 
sor—Adjutant Robina H. Mac- 
aulay — as her iiimie suggests, is 
of Scottish origin.

Early Day Experiences are Recalled 



AN eager throng of Bandsmen 
and Songatci-B gathered at 
Earlscoiirt Citadel on Sunday 
moraine;. May E!>th. It was Ihe occa- 
sion ol" a Salvation Motor Crusade 
which was to lake them into districts 
whore the drum is seldom heard, and 
evangelistic efforts, by The Army, are 
somewhat strange. A little time was 
spent in marshalling the earn— of 
which there were twenty — but by 
nine-thirty o'clock, the party was 
speeding en-i-oule to the scone ot 
action. Not the brightest of days 
had dawned for this pioneer venture, 
buf each comrade was anxious to 
make the moat of it and weather 
conditions interfered not. 

The c-ounli-y-sido in all its spring- 
tide freshness was a picture, of rustic 
beauty and appealed to mind and 
soul. In duo time we arrived at 
Woodbridge — a pretty little village

of a river. The opening bars of a 
rousing mnrcii was sufficient, to 
bring the people clustering to door 
and verandah, while lho sight of 
over eighty Salvationists marching' 
that village street was unii|ne — per- 
haps never before had Hie people 
witnessed such a sight. A brief, 
bright Open-air Service, including 
testimonies, songs, and a Band selec- 
tion, in which the Bandsmen sang 
tho refrain, "Come along to Beulalf,' 
a reminder by Brigadier Walton that 
we were but "birds of p'tiHrtaee," and 
thn cars moved on again, leaving bo 
hind Ihe fragrant memory oi swee 
music.

EVERY member of the public, and 
especially the children, should he 
taught about teeth. 

The poisoning which goes on from 
diseased teeth and gums spreads 
over the whole system, causing pre- 
mature old age and degeneration of 
vital organs. 

As soon as a child reaches the age 
of (our his teeth should be attended 
His food should be regulated. 
Some of the foods eaten by chlldreu 
— and adults, too — favor the growth 
of harmful germs which attack the 
teeth. 

These foods are white bread, white 
biscuits, sugary foods, sweets and 
milky mixtures; but it must be re- 
membered that 
their harm is 
minimized If the 
particles are 
brushed off after 
meal, and if 
fruit is mixed 
with the meal or 
eaten immediate- 
ly afterwards. 

The kinds of 
foods which are 
not harmful are 
meat, fish, nuts, 
brown bread and 
st one- milled 
bread, coarse bis- 
cuits, vegetables, 
salads, suit, aud 
almost anything 
which requires 
good, hard chew- 
ing, except toffee 
and sweets. 

Fruit is most 
health ful, and 
should be taken 
hy children after 



the teeth, destroys their sockets, 
poisons the breath and the system. 

In this case — ns with disease of the 
teeth — the best preveutive Is "fric- 
tion." This can be brought about by 
giviug solid or hard foods. Hard foods 
ensure the proper development of the 
Jaws in children, and at the same time 
clean teeth and gums. The child's 
teeth and gums should be brushed 
vigorously after every meal, if pos- 
sible, but more especially the last 
thing at night, so that the mouth mny 
he clean during the hours of slumber. 
The teeth should be brushed all over 
and in all directions, especially down- 
wards In the npper and upwards In 
the lower, like brnshlng out the teeth 
of a comb. The

every meal, If possible. This brings 
about a copious flow of alkaline saliva 
which dissolves and washes away the 
particles sticking to the teeth and 
neutralizes the acid products of decay- 
producing germs. Some foods, like 
tea with bread-and-butter, hinder this 
(low of saliva, unless combined with 
fruits or vegetable acids. 

While pyorrhoea is chiefly a dis- 
ease of middle-aged and elderly 
persons, it sometimes begins with 
very young persons. It is a dis- 
ease of the tooth socket, which 
commences as a slight Inflammation 
at the edge of the gum, showing that 
the latter is slfghtly affected by 
germs. This state of things causes 
uo pnin, but it should be regarded as 
a danger signal. Pyorrhoea loosens 



masticating sur- 
faces of the back 
teeth should be 
brushed hack- 
wards and for- 
wards and also a- 
iross. 

Brushing the 
gums Is even 
more important 
than brushing the 
teeth. Brush ev- 
ery square inch 
of the gums 
briskly but with 
a fairly light 
hand, both before, 
and behind. They 
will acquire 
creased resistance 
to germs and so 
will defend them- 
selves against at. 
tacks of pyor- 
rhoea. 

Salt and water 
are good for 
cleaning the teeth and gums. The 
strength should be about a teaspoon- 
ful to a tumbler of water. After use, 
dry the hruah by friction on the towel. 
If a tooth is only beginning to de- 
cay it can be easily stopped, and If it 
Is too badly decayed for stopping ft is 
better to have it out than let it be an 
impediment to fearless chewing. The 
loss of temporary teeth before the 
proper time, however, often causes 
serious irregularities of the second set. 
The dentist should be visited at least 
twice a year. His work will he as 
important In preventing future decay 
and pyorrhoea as in curing actual 
mischief. Care of the teeth, as has 
been pointed out, is important first 
of all In childhood; hut the same rules 
apply just as much to adults.

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THE first Whitsunday, known in Scripture as the Day of Pente- 
cost, is often termed "the birthday of the Church/" and there 
is a sense in which this is true. As a "birthday," Penteco9t 
cannot be repeated, but its essential experiences can. 

The supreme idea of Pentecost is that of power. Not mechan- 
ics but dynamics, not machinery but power, is the great message of 
the festival of the Spirit of God. As a writer in the London 
"Times" said when dealing with this subject: "It is either a festival 
of power or it is nothing, and of power not for the analyst to ex- 
plore, but for the plain man to use." This power is worth consider- 
ing, especially as so many aTe longing and praying for a great spir- 
itual revival. It means the power of truth to illuminate. There are 
few things more impressive than a comparison of the dullness and 
ignorance of the disciples before Pentecost, and their clear insight 
and thorough knowledge afterward. 
"These things understood not the dis- 
ciples at the first." Such is the statement, 
found, in substance, several times before 
the descent of the Spirit, but when the 
Holy Ghost had come the truths taught 
by Christ were brought to the recollection 
of the disciples, and became instinct with 
light. 

The same need of moral and spiritual 
illumination is found to-day, and the 
Holy Spirit is the only source of enlight- 
enment. The Holy Spirit, as the "Spirit 
of truth," enables us to see and experi- 
ence the light and power of Divine real- 
ities. 

There is also the power of grace to 
equip. It is not without significance that 
the Spirit of Pentecost is called "Holy," 
because the essential requirement of life 
is holiness, actual, practical and inspiring. 
Ideals have never proved adequate by 
themselves. They have no power to curb 
wrong and guarantee right. If ideals 
alone had been sufficient, the disciples of 
Christ, after three years with Him, would 
have been the finest men that eveT lived. 
But even they needed Pentecost to trans- 
mute their ideals into realities. 

So it is to-day. Ideals of truth may be the highest, noblest 
and best, but they are powerless unless made actual in life by the 
Holy Spirit Peter imbibed many profound truths during his associ- 
ation with Christ, but il was only after Pentecost that he became 
the true "rock-man," the courageous witness and the bold advo- 
cate, It is just here that Christianity makes its unique contribution; 
it provides as well as proclaims; riot only does it inform and in- 
struct, it also inspires. Its ideals are brought down to earth by the 
grace of the Holy Spirit, and for the first and only time in the his- 
tory of religion, Christianity presents a faith which preserves a per- 
fect balance between knowing and doing, between creed and deed, 
between principle and practice. 

Pentecost finds its culmination in the power of love to win and 
then to weld together men and women as followers of Christ. The

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story of the first Whitsunday tells of the way in which the earliest 
recipients of the Spirit proclaimed their message and bore witness 
to their Master. They spake, and in one day three thousand were 
won, and their experience was repeated everywhere. "We cannot 
but apeak," said the Apostle, "of the things we have seen and 
heard," and this was due to the way in which the Holy Spirit of 
love filled their hearts with a yearning to pass on their unspeakable 
blessings to others Out of their lives flowed "rivers of living 
waters," refreshing, cheering and satisfying all who were willing 
to receive them. Never has the world Been such unselfish love as 
that which came as the direct result of the gift of the Pentecostal 
Spirit. In word and deed, in testimony and self-sacrifice, in speech 
and service, in witness of lip and life, the Christian community of 
those early days proved their faith by their works and showed 
whose they were and whom they served. 
It is, therefore, not at all surprising that 
this Spirit of love united all believers into • 
one holy and happy fellowship. In the 
possession of the one Spirit they realized 
and expressed their oneness, and thereby 
manifested to the world the reality and 
power of their faith. It is always so. Dif- 
ferences of race, temperament and views 
are best solved by the inflow and over- 
flow of the Spirit of God. Nothing so 
effectively binds Christians together as 
"the unity of the Spirit." To use a 
familiar illustration, the little pools on the 
seashore are only united by the incom- 
ing of the ocean, whieh incorporates them 
all in its amplitude and depth, and there- 
by brings refreshing and gladdening 
streams everywhere. Revival of the right 
30rt will do more than anything else to 
unite the people of God and produce that 
effect on the world for which Christ 
prayed when He asked that His disciples 
might be "one" in order that the world 
might believe on Him. 

Thus will Pentecost be repeated, in a 
manifestation of truth, grace and love — 
not truth without grace and love, nor, 
certainly, grace and love without truth, 
but a combination of all three. When this is first of all understood, 
then realized as a need, and, last of all, willingly accepted, the power 
will come and Pentecost will be repeated. "Blessed," it has been 
well said, "blessed are the single-minded, for none but they can 
receive the full power of the Spirit." 

Has your heart experienced a personal Pentecost? A good 
way tc ascertain if this ia so is to measure your faith in, and obedi- 
. ence to, God. A manifestation of these characteristics will make a 
Pentecost anywhere and at any time, but they involve a sacrifice lo 
personal interests, and a complete consecration. 

That the world needs men and women of such calibre no one 
will dispute, but how few are willing to pledge themselves to the 
Saviour, who alone can work out such an experience in their lives! 
Are you ready to demonstrate Hia power? 
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
